-ources and beauties of nature.

that someone carves his initials 
on it thereby achieving by proxy

meadows,

set aside in remote places

refuse about and set the woods 
afire until the monument to our 
glorious past is no more like 
that past than the factory made 
antique* is like the original hand 
made article.

This marsh is a place id life* 
and movement where the 
wind 
sweeps in waves over the1 dark 
green of 
bulrushes 
and 
th e , 
lighter ‘*reen of cattails: where 
the .-un flashes on the wings of 
tern 
and martin, and the 
red i 
epaulets of the redwings. Here 
is a place where the liquid gurg­ 
ling songs of redwing, 
maj*sh 
Wien and swamp sparrow* 
vie 
with the grunts, booms, whin­ 
nies, harks and crackles of bit­ 
tern, rail, coot and grebe. Here, 
within itself, is a place of re­ 
moteness. mystery and beauty. 
And here is a place ignored 
and counted valueless by 
the 
people of Palatine. For a year 
ago this July they started 
to 
civilize it. 
They are converting 
it into a dump. They are trading 
beauty for ashes; springs of wa­ 
ter for old bed springs: m usk-; 
rats for Norway 
rats; 
swamp 
sparrows and redwings for Eng­ 
lish ^narrows and starlings; blue 
flag for old rags; bulrush and 
cattails for burdock 
and 
rag­ 
weed; the sweet clean smell of 
sunshine 
on

stench of burning refuse. And 
fer the other birds and animals, j 
the peace and quiet, they get 
the clatter of tin cans and cra-h 
of breaking bottles, the sight of 
old tires, discarded bathtubs, and 
undoubtedly a good lot of plain j 
garbage dumped in the dark of 
the night. 
This to them is pre­ 
ferable to a green marsh. This, 
they can understand. The marsh 
v as too inaccessible even to their 
appreciation. 
Thus civilization conquers and 
triumphs 
But w'hat today 
is. 
worthless becomes tomorrow in­ 
valuable just because it is

longer. Sometime in the future 
people will look at a replica of 
a marsh in a museum or travel I 
to a Marsh National Park to see 
what they looked like: even as 
in New York City children go to j

Cla- 
baugh): 
‘The only way in 
which 
I 
seem to be able to touch reality 
now is to w rite to my American 
friends, and I thought that pos­ 
sibly you might be interested in 
a few lines from this beautiful 
country. 
“We had a 
pleasant 
ocean 
trip. 
The w eather was cloudy, 
w'ith only one day of sunshine, 
but the sea was calm, and near­ 
ly everyone felt well. We w'ere 
on the beautiful new' Oslofjord, 
and it w’as wonderful to have 
eight days of fine service, food, 
and entertainm ent. A smorgas­ 
bord w’as set up for every meal, 
but alter behaving like a glutton 
the lirst meal, I ignored it, for 
every meal consisted of several 
courses. 
Our w aiter spoke no 
English, so after a few feeble a t­ 
tem pts to persuade him 
that 
there was too much food for my 
appetite, I gave up. I have won­ 
dered since I left the ship if the 
employees did not make 
it 
a 
point to speak nothing but Nor­ 
wegian. for there w’ere 
times 
when I suspected they under­ 
stood much more than they pre­ 
tended. 
“We first sighted land close 
to noon on Thursday. Everyone 
was on deck, w ith glasses, and 
it was a thrill when we first 
saw' the smoky outlines of Nor­ 
way’s mountains. 
As w'e 
ap- 
roaehed Bergen, our first port, 
ittle homes appeared 
on 
the 
m ountain slopes in seemingly in­ 
accessible places. 
It wfas a col­ 
orful panorama, for some of the 
m ountains are still snow-capped, 
in 
contrast 
with 
the 
green 
slopes and bright colored frame 
buildings. 
Then 
ship’s motors cut 
coft came out to 
of the men from 
boat came abraid, and we d rift­ 
ed easily and quietly into port. 
When we were tied up, and the 
ship’s orchestra struck up, ‘Ja. 
Vi Elsker Dctte L ander. (Yes. 
We Love This Land), many of 
the native Norwegians who were 
coming ’home* after many, many 
years, cried and then laughed, 
while w’e Americans stood 
by 
watching rather forlornly. “The 
S tar Spangled Banner” followed, 
and I felt as though 
my 
last 
tangible hold on 
the 
familiar 
was fast slipping away. 
“We were ashore in Bergen 
for a few’ hours, and sailed a- 
gain at midnight for Stavanger, 
the port at which we were to 
disem bark.

>leep very much that night, for 
I was as nervous as the first day 
I was to teach 
in 
Arlington 


(H eights! Tne trek through ells 
toms w 'is completed without anc 
difficulty, and we went out to 
meet our relatives. 
‘My aunt’s home is close to 
Flekkefjord. in a new 
sectUrn 
comparable to Arlington Heights. 
The homes, buildings, and fac­ 
tories stretch along the fjord all 
the way to town. with mountain- 
on the other side. My uncle has 
a lum ber business, w'ith part of 
his equipm ent a mammoth motor 
boat which he tells me is sen* 
I w orthy enough to sail to Eng­ 
land in calm w eather. He w ork­ 
ed with the Norwegian under­ 
ground during the war, and I 
nave already heard many Stories 
of the part he and 
his 
boat 
played during that time. 
*1 find thai the knowledge I 
once had ot 
the 
Norwegian 
language is returning. I speak 
Norwegian ‘from the book* my 
aunt says, eked out 
with 
the 
dialect of this particular section, 
but they all seem to understand 
me, and are surprised that I can 
speak at all.

and is reading English on a high 
school level, but it reticent about 
speaking.

Some people picture a coward 
as one who cringes outw ardly 
when threatened, who runs from 
a fight, is afraid of the dark or 
of being alone. 
But perhaps the biggest Lany­ 
ards are the ones who make the 
most noise. 
Not cowards in 
a 
physical sense perhaps, so much 
a s ‘ in a moral or psychological 
sense. 
.................... 
People who are afraid to be 
made fools of are* cowards. Peo­ 
ple who are afraid to admit ig­ 
norance on any subject are most 
certainly cowards. Proud people 
are almost invariably cowardly 
because of their vanity. In many 
instances their fear of exposure 
has led them to 
rob, 
m urder, 
commit suicide, go into seclusion, 
run awray from 
families 
and 
friends. 
People who are 
threatening, 
always ready to fight, are cow­ 
ards w’ho use 
this 
blustering 
means of frightening others a- 
way from the inner sanctuaries 
within their hearts, where stark 
fear lives and holds sway. 
Cowardice has too long and 
too often been associated w ith 
fear of physical violence. There 
are other things that mean fear 
even more than physical suffer­ 
ing even more than death. 
A man may overcome fear of 
physical violence 
much 
m ore 
easily than these inner fears that I ourselves. 


gnaw away at the integrity of 
his morale. 
They are of an in- 
angible nature, often ideas ra­ 
ther than fact. They attack from 
within, and force a person 
to 
become divided 
and 
insecure. 
Man cannot be 
m entally 
nor 
physically 
happy unless he is 
united w ithin, and can present 
a strong front in his conflict 
w’ith the outer world. 
If we could only convince our - 1 
selves of the fact that most fears 
are not justified, and would face 
them with rersouruefulness and 
reason or ignore them and throw 
our energies and interests into 
our w'ork or other absorbing in­ 
terests we could drive these dev­ 
ils of fear and insecurity, dis­ 
illusion and despair

Most fears spring from condi­

We fear because we

A good many World War ll 
ex -servicemen are not aw are of 
the full extent of their rights un­ 
der the 
Selective 
Service 
Act. 
They believe, as do many em ­ 
ployers, unions and others that 
once the veteran has been re­ 
stored to his job the books are 
closed. This is Lai from the facts. 
The reemployed veteran is en­ 
titled not only to his old job, 
but also to all the advantages 
and benefits to Which he would 
have fallen heir had he kept on

Differences arising which ser­ 
vice officers are assisting in cor­ 
recting include

The first rockets to brighten 
the skies in a Fourth of July 
celebration 
were shot 
up into 
the air over Lancaster, Penn., 
by Robert Fulton in 1778. 
According to The Book House 
For Children, the thirteen-year- 
old boy who was later to be­ 
come famous for inventing the 
steam boat, made his rockets at a 
tim e when fireworks were al­ 
most unknown in America. 
He 
fashioned 
them of gunpowder 
and cardboard cylinders, w ork­ 
ing carefully to 
produce 
the 
startling results he desired 
On the second anniversary of 
the Declaration of Independence, 
I he and his friends built a gi­ 
gantic bonfire in the center of 
town, to attract the townspeople 
to the square. 
Seeing the leap­ 
ing 
flames 
and 
hearing 
the 
boys’ shouts, families of the men 
who were still fighting in the 
American 
Revolution, 
gathered 
to watch the celebration.

Many farmers would find it hard to 
get along without adequate grain 
s>!ora*e and automatic feed hand! ng 
facilities. All such operations often 
are concentrated in one building 
Typical of this type of structure im 
the granary Uiuvtrated above. 
It features several electrical “time 
and labor-saving" helpers and is. of 
necessity, adequately wired. For only 
through good wiring can the farmer 
get the most out ct his electric*! 
equipment. 
In the building shown, the farmer 
has—at the flick of a switch—**uch 
power-operated "hired hand*" as a 
v.agon ho.*.:, portable elevator, floor 
dump conveyor, bucket-type station­ 
ary elevator, overhead storage bin 
conveyor and corn sheller. The por­ 
table elevator is used to crib ear corn 
in ride bm*, to delver it to the sheller 
or to load it into wagons. The sta­ 
tionary elevator delivers grain from 
the floor dump conveyor to the over­ 
head conveyor, which carr es it to 
overhead bins. 


Gravity chutes permit farmers to 
draw whole grain from overhead bins. 
as de- red. Often, granaries also are 
equ.pped with 
feed 
grinders and 
rn.xer.v. In such cases, whole grain is 
dropped through connect:ng chutes 
into a blower-equipped mill where it 
is ground, and then b own into over­ 
head feed bins. Other chutes permit 
the ground grain to flow, as needed, 
into the mixer. 
Granaries, of the type shown, also 
make ideal grain drying structures. 
One or both ^ide cribs may be used 
for this purpose. Power suppliers and 
College Extension Departments have 
plans available for such operations. 
In the illustration, it will be noted 
that provisions have been made for a 
Mo.

LAW on the FARM 


Liability Insurance 
Illinois farm ers annually pay 
out thousands of dollars to sat­ 
isfy claims for damage. 
These 
paym ents are made to 
hired 
men. visitors, 
neighboring far­ 
mers, and m any other classes of 
people injured by the activities 
of the farm operator. 
To pro 
feet farm ers against some 
of 
these risks, various types of lia­ 
bility 
insurance have 
been de- I 
veloped. 
The purpose of such * 
insurance is to pay to injured. 
persons the amount of Carriage 
the insured farm er would other­ 
wise have to pay. 
For example. 
if Farm er Jones has insured him ­ 
self against liability to his hired 
man, and the man is 
injured 
through the fault of Jones, the 
latter 
is protected and his in­ 
surance company will have to 
make a settlem ent with the hir­ 
ed man or pay him the amount 
awarded in an action at law. 
Obviously the probability of 
some events happening is remote 
and need not be insured against 
—and

C O R N EAR W O R M — It is said 
that American farmers grow an 
average of two million acres of 
corn a year just to feed this pest. 
The moth shown here emerges 
from the ground in the spring, 
flies mostly at dusk and feeds on 
flower pollen, laying eggs on 
many plants. 
Favorite location 
for these eggs, however, is in 
fresh corn silk. Here the worm 
hatches in from two to ten days 
and begins to bore directly into 
the silk. W hen silks dry up, they 
feed on the kernels for two to 
four weeks. 
W hen full grown, 
these forge brownish to greenish 
striped worms crawl down the 
stalk, burrowing into the ground 
where they again go through 
the pupal stage and emerge os 
moths in IO to 25 days. Two or 
three generations appear each 
season. 
Paper bags over the 
ends of ears and oil inserted in 
the silk are troublesome and 
not completely effective controls. 
Sprays or dusts with methoxy- 
chlor insecticides 
repeated 
at 
two-week intervals starting when 
corn is two feet tall, with appli­ 
cations every two to three days 
during silking time directed onto 
the silk, are the modern control 
measures. 
O ne of the recom­ 
mendations for this material is 
the fact that it is safer to use 
close to picking time, limiting 
build-up of toxic hazards for 
either consumers of the fresh 
corn or stock fed on corn fodder. 
Two to three pounds of the 5 0 % 
wettable powder per IOO g a l­ 
lons of water, for sprays, or 
IO*/* dusts of the same com­ 
pound are the general rule.
